Afler the retorn a few weekn sinee of the
{ncorrigi ble inmates of the Hunlingdon re-
formatory to their respective counties, it was
thought that he spirit of imsubordination
among the prisoners bad been preity well
wended out. Wednesdny night, bowever, it
cropped out again. Ufflcer D, W. Boyer was
marching a squad'of sixty inmstes to the
achool room, James (aol, an Inmate from
Thiladelphia, jumped from the ranks and
hurled bis slate violently st the guard's
hesd, but withoat hitting him.

Alonzo Billings, also from  Philadelphin,
acting on Canl's signal, also struck st the
gustd with his slate, but wmiissed his aim.
That was the signal for & general revolt
among the imnate pupils, and half the 150
prisoners in the school room engaged in 2
deadly nitack on the defetmeless vilicer.

Caul, who had precipitated the assault,
drew a brick from his coat and deall Gaosrd
Boyer & violent blow over the eye, knock.
Ing him down. Afler receiving a fusilade
of kicks and blows, O ficer Boyer drew his
cane, bul this was speedily taken from bim
and torned on himsell.

In endeavoring 1o rescoe his prostrate fel-
low officer, Guard James Kyle was also s
verely bandled. A general alarm was sound.
ed sud the rfotous inmates were finally rub-
dued by forve.  Officer Boyer was removed
to his home, where be = now confined.

The bed of the river issolid limesione,
snd the junning of =0 small 2 stream over
limestone rocks charges it heavily with lime,
and out of these pools of Time and sulplur
waler Lhe jocowsotives mre suppiied. The
presence of these materials cncses (he flues
ia the boilers to wear through, cansing the
employesa grest Jdeal of trouble.
